mounted  on  a  chassis  with  ex- 
tremely low  road  clearance,  within 
one  step  of  the  ground.  Detailed 
specifications  have  not  been  homed 
yet. 

Front  drive  Is  not  nfw  to  the  in- 
dustry. Fourteen  or  fifteen  years 
ago  the  chassis  principle  became 
known  through  races  In  which  Bar- 
ney Otdfleld  drove  the  old  "Chris- 
tie," and  a  model  of  this  make  has 
until  recent  years  been  in  the  serv- 
ice of  the  Detroit  Fire  Department, 
it  being  seemingly  impossible  to 
wear  it  out. 

Modern  progress  In  the  front- 
wheel  drive  has  been  made  in  the 
annual  500 -mile  races  on  the  In- 
dianapolis Speedway,  and  in  other 
speed  contests  on  board  and  dirt 
tracks  throughout  the  country  Its 
chief  proponent  has  been  Harry 
Miller.  Los  Angeles  builder  of  rac- 
ing cars,  whose  design*  in  the 
nineiy-one-inch  displacement  class 
have  scored  victories  In  some  in- 
stances, but  not  in  the  500-mlle 
event  Itself. 

For  passenger  car  work,  a  builder 
in  Indiana  has  been  developing  a 
front-wheel  drive  model  which  waa 
to  have  been  shown  early  this  year, 
but  was  withheld.  It  Is  now  re- 
ported that  this  model  Is  scheduled 
for  introduction  later  this  year.  Ex- 
perimental models  are  said  to  be 
able  to  make  road  turns  at  forty 
and  forty-five  miles  an  hour. 

As  contrasted  with  the  conven- 
Uonal  passenger  car  type  of  rear- 
wheel  drive,  the  front  wheelers  pull 
the  car  forward  rather  than  push 
It.  Therein  lies  the  front-drive  ad- 
vantage, according  to  those  who 
favor  It.  With  the  propulsion  in 
front  the  car  has  less  tendency  to 
skid.  Its  ability  to  hold  the  road 
on  sharp  turns  may  be  likened  to  a 
man  crawling  over  a  slippery  sur- 
face. He  can  proceed  with  less 
danger  of  slipping  or  falling  Uian 
one  who  walks  upright. 

Disadvantages  in  the  types  so  lar 
developed  are  that  they  have  been 
too  heavy  to  steer.  Construction 
requires  foyr  universal  Joints,  in- 
stead or  two.  and  this  necessitates 
more  involved  front  axle  construc- 
tion, and  consequently  the  car  Is 
more  expensive  to  build. 

The  question  how  far  airplane  use 
will  cut  into-  service  given  by  motor 
cars  has  brought  an  answer  from 
Professor  John  S.  Worley,  of  the 
transportation  faculty  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Michigan.  Professor  Wor- 
ley believes  the  airplanes  will  never 
compete  seriously  with  the  automo- 
bile for  distances  up  to  500  miles, 
provided  cars  continue  the  present 
trend  toward  greater  speeds. 

Building  speeds  of  eighty  to  one 
hundred  miles  an  hour  into  cars  of 
the  11.000  to  13.000  class,  Professor 
Worley  argues,  together  with  the 
development  of  super -roads  that 
will  avoid  congested  centres  of  pop- 
ulation and  link  cities  in  a  straight 
line,  will  allow  the  motor  car  to  re- 
tain an  advantage. 

If  such  a  road  were  In  existence 
between  Detroit  and  Chicago,  he 
reasons,  two  travelers  might  start  at 
a  given  moment,  one  going  by  land 
and  the  other  by  air.  with  the  man 
in  the  motor  car  winning  the  race 
to  the  heart  of  Chicago 

Professor  Worley  bases  his  con- 
tention thus:  The  Ideal  condition  of 
travel  calls  for  continuous  passage 
from  place  of  departure  to  destina- 
tion without  tnterrupUon.  with  a 
minimum  lapse  of  tune  from  begin- 
ning to  the  end  of  the  trip  There 
also  must  be  comfort  and  safety  In 
a  vehicle  which  can  be  parked  al- 
most instantly  at  or  Immediately  ad- 
jacent to  the  destination,  besides  be- 
ing immediately  available  for  use 
between  local  points  in  a  town  or 
neighborhood  and  ready  for  depar- 
ture to  another  destination  fifty  or 
more  miles  away.  Such  a  vehicle 
must  be  usuablc  under  all  weather 
conditions  and  must  be  reasonable 
In  price,  with  low-cost  operaUon 
and  repairs. 

Professor  Worley  points  out  that 
airplane  travel  as  now  organised 
requires  an  average  ot  thirty  to 
forty  minutes  to  reach  airports  from 
the  centres  of  cities  Flgurinx  this 
In.  and  allowing  one  hundred  miles 
an  hour  as  the  average  for  aircraft 
passenger  travel,  with  eighty  mile* 
an  hour  for  the  cars  of  the  future 
over  widened  roads,  the  plane  would 
make  the  trip  In  shorter  time,  but 
the  choice.  Professor  Worley  con- 
tends, would  remain  with  the  car. 

Even  though,  as  some  engtnefrs 
promise,  future  landing  fields  may 
be  located  on  the  tops  of  buildings 
plane  travel  would  require  time  for 
the  distance  between  the  passenger's 
home  and  the  down-town  airport, 
and  this  time  could  be  used  for 
travel  either  way  without  pause.

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WASHINOTON.  May  A—Car  own- 
ers of  the  country,  who  annually 
*pend  over  two  million  dollars  for 
gasoline  and  oil.  Tavor  a  constructive 
programme  to  conserve  the  nation's 
oil  resources,  but  will  be  quick  to  re- 
sent any  move  on  the  part  of  the 
industry  to  create  an  artificial 
shortage  with  the  purpose  of  raising 
prices  to  the  consumers,  according 
to  a  bulletin  issued  recently  by  na- 
tional headquarters  of  the  American 
Automobile  Association. 

The  A. A. A.  statement  was  issued 
under  the  aignature  of  its  president. 
Thomas  P  Henry,  of  Detroit  Mr 
Henry  said  that  the  national  motor- 
ing body  is  in  whole-hearted  accord 
with  the  policy  of  President  Hoover 
as  far  as  the  oil  resources  of  the 
public -owned  domain  is  concerned 

"When  it  is  considered."  said  the 
A. A  A  president,  "that  America  has 
only  about  eighteen  per  cent  of  the 
world's  oil  resources,  and  In  1928 
produced  68.3  per  cent  of  the  world 
production.  It  is  time  to  adopt  some 
means  of  securing  a  supply  for  the 
future. 

"If  all  elements  of  the  oil  industry 
are  sincere  In  the  move  to  Join  Presi- 
dent Hoover  in  honest  conservation 
of  these  resources,  there  is  little  dan. 
ger  of  unfavorable  reaction  on  the 
part  of  the  consumers  If.  on  the 
other  hand,  there  develops  any  In- 
dication that  the  oil  Interests  intend 
to  use  conservation  as  a  cloak  for 
the  creation  of  an  artificial  shortage, 
the  organized  car  owners,  through 
their  national  and  local  associations, 
alll  be  found  ready  to  do  battle." 

Mr.  Henry  cited  figures  for  1928 
to  show  that  there  was  no  unusual 
excess  In  the  gasoline  supply,  al- 
though there  was  an  over-produc- 
tion of  crude  oil.  » 

"As  a  matter  of  fact,"  he  said,  "it 
appeared  that  refiners  did  not  ac- 
cumulate sufficient  supplies  of  gaso- 
line during  the  8prln*  and  were 
pushed  to  fill  orders  in  midsummer 
"Oaiollne  production  totalled  377.- 
193.000  barrels  or  15.841.086.000  gal- 
lons in  1928,  which  represents  an 
increase  over  192*1  of  fourteen  per 
cent. 

"This  increase  resulted  both  from 
Increased  runs  to  stills  and  from  an 
increase  In  percentage  of  recovery 
of  from  39.6  per  cent  in  1927  to  41.3 
per  cent  in  19>8  The  increased  yield 
of  gasoline  from  crude  oil  was  due 
portly  to  increased  cracking  activ- 
ity."

Pour -wheel 
brakes  now  stop  a  car  at  twice  the 
speed  in  half  the  time  required 
few  years  ago  Unfortunately 
habitually  slapped  on  at  high  speed 
these  brakes  wUl  wear  out  tires  far 
faster  than  four  times  as  soon. 

Poor  brakes,  conversely,  burn  up 
tires.  Unevenly  adjusted  brakes 
scuff  out  casing  as  a  lame  boy  scuffs 
out  shoes  The  experts  say  nine 
out  of  ten  cars  are  habitually  run 
with  the  brakes  unevenly  adjusted

There  are  other  factors  beyond  the 
control  of  the  Individual  motorist 
High  speed  Increased  traffic  and 
sudden  braking  wear  out  the  road 
faster,  and  worn  roads  grind  and 
bump  tires  to  earlier  ruin  The  de- 
mand for  speed  has  brought  about 
the  building  of  cars  with  lowered 
centres  of  gravity  and  smaller 
wheels,  which  turn  more  frequently, 
wear  out  shoes  faster  and  bounce  In 
and  out  of  depressions  that  a  larger 
the  would  straddle. 


The  one  factor  In  tire  wear  that 
can  be  most  easily  guarded  against 
by  the  motorist  is  under-inflation. 
Tests  recently  have  shown  that  a 
lowering  of  pressure  only  six  pounds 
below  the  proper  figure  caused  tires 
to  wear  out  25  per  cent  faster. 

There  Is  only  one  way  to  check 
up  on  the  tire  pressure,  and  that  is 
not  by  kicking  the  tire  with  a  Ju- 
dicial toe.  Four  minutes  with  a  tire 
gaugs  once  a  week  wUl  add  about 
one-quarter  to  the  mileage  of  tires, 
according  to  the  test  Just  cited.  If 
a  motorist  uses  eight  casings  a  year 
he  should  save  the  price  of  two  tires 
by  this  .simple  precaution.

Poel-Csppelle  and  Ouvnemer- 
Tumlng  Bouth  from  Rrugee.  we 
•tored  swiftly  along  the  cobbled 
road  through  the  fields  of  Viand er* 
Tliere  were  no  signs  of  "war"  as 
yet.  unless  one  noticed  that  most  of 
the  tree*  that  lined  the  road  were 
yotmg  The  map  told  us  we  were  at 
that  moment  running  across  the 
land  behind  the  German  lines 
through  the  country  where  the  war 
lords  had  massed  the  fighting  heart 
of  the  German  Empire  and  the 
brains  of  the  grneral  staff  had 
centred  what  was  perhaps  the 
greatest  effort  of  the  war.  for  vic- 
tory heir  would  have  flung  the  Eng- 
lish "con tem ptlhles"  aside,  given 
Oermany  possession  of  the  French 
coast  and  separated  England  from 
her  allies.

HISTORY  OF  AERONAUTICS 
The  Gerli  Balloon  of  Andreani 

The  Chevalier  Paul  Andreani  was  a  man  of  wealth  who  lived  on  his 
estate  of  Moncueu.  near  Milan,  toward  the  close  of  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury, and  though  he  knew  nothing  of  aeronautics,  he  deserves  a  place  In 
this  history  because,  like  so  many  men  of  wealth,  he  contributed  his  mite 
toward  the  mastery  of  the  sir.  and  added  a  little  knowledge  to  the  mass 
wisentlal  to  successful  achievement.  He  knew  nothinn  of  aeronautic^,  but 
he  had  money,  and  the  brothers  Gerli.  of  Milan,  had  some  knaVcdee 
of  ftre  baloons.  which  were  the  rage  of  the  times.  And  so  with  Andr%ini  s 
money  and  the  brothers  Oerll's  sklU.  a  balloon  was  constructed 

It  was  made  of  linen,  with  fine  paper  between  the  layers,  and  It* 
diameter  was  some  65  feet  80  far  nothing  new  But  it  contained  some 
improvement*  The  fire  platform  was  built  so  that  the  flame  would  be 
higher  up  in  the  bag.  and  the  fire  container  was  of  copper  mesh  with 
protection  against  sparks  flying  up  into  the  interior  of  the  Inflammable 
bag.  The  fire  was  started  on  dry  birch  wood,  and  continued  with  a 
bltumin  preparation  prepared  by  Gerli  And  the  Ylrst  flight  with 
pasaentrers.  took  place  on  February  25.  17R4  It  was  a  short  flight  of 
twenty  minute*,  but  s  subsequent  one  on  March  13  took  the  craft  seven 
miles  and  to  an  altitude  of  5.200  feet. 

Nothing  remarkable  in  all  of  this  from  modem  points  of  view  but  It 
serve*  to  illustrate  thc  improvements,  one  by  one.  the  many,  and  often 
small,  accretions  of  knowledge  and  experience  that  commenced  five  cen- 
turies ago.  and  which  all  were  so  essential  to  man  s  present  success  in 
riding  through  the  air  with  some  degree  of  safety  and  comfort.

Can  you  see  them  marching  up. 
flags  flying,  drums  rattling,  music 
swelling  on  the  breese.  punctured 
by  the  roar  of  a  million  shells! 
Here  they  come,  wave  upon  wave  of 
men— the  Lancers,  the  India  Horse, 
the  Punjabis,  the  Brahmans.  the 
Baluchistan*,  the  Rajput*,  the 
8ikhs.  the  Royal  Lancers,  the  Aus- 
tralian Tunneling  Companies,  the 
Royal  Dragoons,  the  Scots  Guards, 
the  Coldstream  Guards,  the  Royal 
Engineers,  the  Princess  Pats,  the 
South  African  Heavy  Artillery,  the 
Northumberland  Fusiliers.  the 
Motta  and  Derby  Regiment  and  the 
King  s  Own  Shropshire. 

There  are  fifty  thousand  names 
carved  In  red  letters  upon  this 
monument  and  of  a  sise  to  be  easily 
read  some  distance  away.  The  side- 
walks running  through  the  arch  are 
piled  high  with  wreaths  and  set 
pieces  and  bouquets  and  scattered 
flowers,  brought  or  sent  from  the 
world  over.  Here  are  a  bunch  of 
paper  flowers.  Uiere  a  wreath  from 
"Mothers  In  Canada,"  there  a  tiny 
bouquet  "To  Jack.  dear,  from 
Winnie."  In  that  corner  some  faded 
roses,  and  alongside  a  basket  of 
strange  blossoms  fashioned  from 
beads  and  coming  from  India, 

This  is  no  place  for  Idle  conversa- 
tion. There  are  too  many  strained 
faces  about,  too  msny  people  on  the 
verge  of  tears,  too  many  who  have 
come  long  distances  on  u  pilgrimage 
of  devotion  and  remembrance. 

Sad  eyes  scan  eagerly  the  long 
carved  columns  of  names  of  the 
"unknown  dead."  and  In  the  end 
rest  upon  a  few  letters,  a  mute  an- 
swer to  the  agonised  query  of 
"When  snd  How  and  Why?"

"The  need  of  a  uniform  rule  Is 
not  so  apparent  in  North  America 
as  In  Europe.

He  starts  bravely  out 
from  Oslo,  keeping  to  the  right  un- 
til he  reaches  the  Swedish  border. 
Thereupon  he  keeps  to  the  left.  Let 
him  have  his  wits  about  him,  be- 
cause, when  he  femes  over  to  Den- 
mark he  must  again  move  over  to 
the  right  of  the  road.

in  the  city  where  the  traffic  con- 


in  an  effort  to  prevent  the  rising 
toll  or  motor  accidents  in  many 
pans  of  the  country  more  than  100 
cities  are  keeping  a  record  of  the 
causes  of  ail  accidents  reported  and 
thus  getting  data  or.  what  motorists 
end  of  the  rope  to  a  tree  or  post. 

Fighting  with  the  other  fellow 
lor  the  right  of  way,  these  statis- 
tics show,  was  the  most  frequent 
occupation  leading  to  a  crash.  It 
was  closely  followed  by  exceeding 
the  speed  limit,  and  there  were 
many  cases  in  which  accidents  hap- 
pened as  a  result  of  a  combination 
or  these  two  causes. 

Other  things  thai  led  to  many  of 
the  25.000  fatal  mishaps  last  year 
were  driving  on  the  wrong  side  of 
the  road,  failure  to  give  drivers  be- 
hind signals  for  stopping  or  turning, 
cutting  left  corners  and  "cutting 
in"  In  front  of  other  cars,  driving 
off  the  roadway,  passing  trolley 
cars,  leaving  cars  standing  without 
parking  them  properly,  driving 
through  safety  tones,  passing  other 
cars  on  the  wrong  side  or  on  curves 
and  hills,  driving  while  Intoxicated 
and  following  other  cars  too  closely 
Still  other  accidents  were  caused  by 
mechanical  imperfections  and  hu- 
man incompetency  or  Inexperience. 


As  for  pedestrians,  the  largest 
number  was  killed  while  walking, 
running  or  playing  in  the  streets 
This  is  particularly  true  of  children 
Many  others  were  struck  while  cross- 
ing street  Intersections  where,  there 
were  no  signals,  or  going  against 
traffic  signals  A  large  number  of 
accidents  occurred  when  pedestrians 
tried  to  cross  streets  at  other  than* 
intersections  Hitching  onto  vehicles 
la  another  bad  habik  for  hundreds 
of  children  were  killed  while  doing 
this. 

In  spite  of  the  increasing  use  of 
safety  tones  at  street  car  stops, 
many  people  were  struck  while  wall- 
ing for  can.  or  boarding  and  leav- 
ing them  Holding  umbrellas  so  low 
that  they  obstructed  vision  was  an- 
other deadly  practice. 

Generally  the  accident  In  which 
a  pedestrian  figures  is  caused  either 
by  a  reckless  vehicle  operator  or  the 
carelessness  of  the  pedestrian— fre- 
quently the  latter.  People  seem  to 
have  a  habit  of  strolling  along  the 
streets  with  their  minds  on  every- 
thing but  traffic  conditions.  This 
thoughtlessness,  together  with  being 
in  a  hurry,  leads  to  most  of  the  acci- 
dents for  which  pedestrians  are  re-

OSHAWA.  May  4— More  than 
usual  prosperity  is  being  experienced 
by  Oshawa  and  other  motor  centres 
as  the  result  or  increasing  popularity 
of  Canadian-built  cars.  The  latest 
manufacturer  to  report  record 
achievements  is  Ocneral  Motors  of 
Canada,  whose  general  sales  man- 
ager. Mr.  J.  H.  Beaton,  made  public 
today  ths  news  that  production  and 
sales  of  Oeneral  Motors  cars  for  the 
first  three  months  of  1929  exceeded 
by  forty  per  cent  the  figures  for  the 
first  quarter  of  last  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  last  working  day 
in  March  the  Oeneral  Motors  plants 
in  Oshawa.  St.  Catharines.  Walker- 
vllle  and  Reg  in  a  had  produced  34.- 
565  cars  and  trucks  since  the  first 
of  January.  This  figure  compares 
lavorably  with  the  total  of  25.802 
units  produced  during  the  same 
period  of  1928. 

To  achieve  the  record  production 
of  the  last  three  months,  the  ten

May  1—  An  interesting 
Indication  that  the  King  experts 
shortly  to  regain  his  full  health  and 
strength,  and  to  be  able  to  follow 
his  former  pursuits  la  the  purchase 
of  three  new  automobiles  for  the 
royal  household.

TORONTO.  Out,  May  4. -One  of 
the  most  romantic  and  picturesque 
figures  found  in  the  pages  of  Can- 
ada s  pioneer  history,  not  to  men- 
tion frontier  history  of  this  very 
day.  la  that  of  our  native  surveyor. 
The  Globe  comments.  It  is  rather 
a  wonder  that  the  surveyor  of  what 
were  once  trackloss  wilds,  uncharted 
and  unknown,  has  not  had  more 
prominence  In  Uie  fiction  of  this 
country,  but  such  a  thing  will  no 
doubt  come  In  time.  These  thoughts 
were  brought  to  mind  by  an  edi- 
torial entitled  "Morale."  which  re- 
cently appeared  in  The  Canadian 
Surveyor,  a  quarterly  publication, 
printed  in  Ottawa  and  devoted  to 
the  Interests  of  the  surveying  pro- 
fession In  Canada.  That  article 
reads  as  follows: 

"A  surveyor's  notes  and  reports 
are  generally  limited  to  a  record  of 
the  nctual  survey  on  which  he  has 
been  engaged  and  for  which.  In  due 
time,  he  will  receive  his  meagre  sti- 
pend. Over  and  above  this  formal 
record  there  is  always  an  unwritten 
one  of  the  hardships  and  adventures 
by  flood  and  field  which  have  been 
the  common  lot  of  our  profession 
since  the  first  feeble  fringe  of  settle- 
ment appeared  on  our  Eastern  sea- 
board. 

"These  dally  encounters  may  not 
be  of  sufficient  Importance  to  serve 
as  a  plot  or  a  romance  of  high  ad- 
venture, but  endured  day  by  day 
throughout  a  long  season  they  im- 
pose upon  the  surveyor  and  his  party 
a  strain  and  tension,  both  mental 
and  physical,  to  overcome  which  re- 
quires a  high  degree  of  mind  and 
courage. 

"The  position  of  a  surveyor  in 
charge  of  a  party  is.  In  many 're- 
spects, analogous  with  that  of  the 
master  of  a  ship  or  officer  In  charge 
of  a  military  detachment  on  out- 
post duty  Thr  authority  of  a  sea 
captain,  however.  Is  upheld  by  acta 
of  Parliament  and  nautical  law  and 
usage  from  time  immemorial,  while 
behind  the  military  man  Is  the  whole 
weight  and  prestige  of  martial  law. 
with  severe  and  readily  enforceable 
penalties  for  infraction  of  dlclpllne 
and  insubordination.  In  contrast 
to  these  positions,  bolstered  up  by 
law  and  authority,  the  surveyor  will 
casually  recruit  a  party  at  some 
frontier  town,  taking  whatever  la- 
bor may  be  available,  and  lead  that 
party  into  the  wilderness,  where  for 
months  Its  members  must  endure 
exacting  labor,  be  tormented  day 
and  night  by  flies,  suffer  extremes 
of  heat  and  cold  and  take  their 
chances  of  rapids,  storms,  accidents 
and  sickness. 

"To  reallre  how  few  survey  parties 
are  wrecked  by  lack  of  loyaltv  or 
morale  is  a  tribute  to  the  members 
of  our  profession  who.  though 
sharing  the  labor,  privation  and 
rough  fare  of  their  employees,  have 
in  themselves  the  mental  force  that 
will  lead  the  party  to  the  ultimate 
of  human  achievement— a  work  well 
done  and  truly  done

England— The  Future  of  Chess— 
Capablanca  gave  a  lecture  at 
Selfridge's.  London,  mainly  devoted 
to  a  further  exposition  of  his 
proposals  for  altering  the  sue  of 
the  board  and  Increasing  the  num- 
ber of  pieces.  A  large,  cultured, 
critical  audience  listened  to  the 
great  apostle  of  their  cult,  giving 
reasons  for  the  faith  that  was  in 
him.  The  themlc  note  of  his  dis- 
course was  that  some  change  was 
desirable  for  leading  players  only  In 
the  direction  of  satisfying  the  pub- 
lic demand  for  games  with  more 
combinations,  quicker  results  and 
fewer  draws. 

He  made;  it  clear  to  his  audience 
that  while  he  believed  his  proposals 
to  be  the  best  to  attain  the  desired 
end.  he  was  not  wedded  to  them  to 
the  exclusion  of  all  other  Ideas  He 
admitted  the  constructive  nature  of 
suggestions  In  the  press.  These  In- 
clude changing  the  rule  for  Castling. 
Inverting  the  positions  of  the 
Bishops  and  Knights,  giving  the 
King  two  moves  Instead  of  one,  go- 
ing back  to  the  old  game  In  which 
Castling  was  not  permitted.  Increas- 
ing the  power  of  the  Queen  by 
adding  to  It  the  move  of  a  Knight 
changing  the  manner  of  scoring  in 
games  so  that  the  draw  would  not 
mean  half  a  point  to  each  player. 
I.e..  a  player  with  two  Knights  to 
the  good,  receiving  4-5  of  a  point, 
and  last  but  not  least,  to  ballot  for 
the  opening  as  in  draughts  This 
would  be  a  great  improvement  for  a 
period,  said  he.  but  it  has  the  great 
drawback  of  giving  a  still  greater 
advantage  to  the  man  able  to 
memorise  many  games  and  varia- 
tions, and  in  a  few  yean  would 
eliminate  the  few  mysteries  now 
left  in  chess  for  the  leading  players 
Changing  the  rule  for  Castling 
would  give  White  a  decisive  ad- 
vantage: changing  the  positions  of 
Bishops  and  Knight*  would  facil- 
itate drawing.  He  had  tried  giving 
the  Queen  between  the  Knight 
move,  and  It  led   to  many  draws 

lie  vert  lug  to  the  old  game  would 
make  the  game  slower,  owing  to 
slower  Rook  development.  Moving 
the  King  two  squares  would  change 
the  whole  game  and  might  be  the 
one  possible  change  without  in- 
creasing the  board  or  changing  the 
power  of  the  pieces  A  suggestion 
to  give  the  King's  Bishop  the  addi- 
tional powers  of  a  Queen  he  thought 
to  be  a  very  good  one.  and  It  might

the  flying  school  section  of  the  Aero- 
nautical Chamber  of  Commerce 
The  regulations,  which  will  be  Issued 
soon  by  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce, call  for  three  classifications 
of  schools,  namely  flying  schools, 
ground  schools  and  ground  and  fly- 
ing schools.  Approved  flying  schools 
will  be  rated  by  the  department  as 
I  private  pilot's  flying  schools,  limited 
commercial  pilot's  flying  schools  and 
transport  pilot  s  flying  schools. 

Under  the  new  regulations  all 
planes  used  by  approved  flying 
schools  must  be  licensed  by  the 
Department  of  Commerce  for  that 
purpose.  Approved  schools  must 
limit  the  number  of  students  to  not 
more  than  fifteen  per  plane.  Flying 
instructors  will  be  limited  to  six 
hours  of  dual  Instruction  work  per 
day  and  permitted  to  work  not  more 
than  six  days  a  week  The  regula- 
tions place  a  Ume  limit  on  the  dura- 
tion of  the  courses  Students  must 
complete  their  courses  In  three 
months  In  the  case  of  private  pilot 
schools,  six  months  for  commercial 
and  eighteen  months  for  transport 
pilot's  schools.  This  means  that 
an  approximate  average  of  two 
hours  flying  and  two  hours  ground 
instruction  per  week  will  be  neces- 
sary for  private  and  limited  com- 
mercial schools  and  three  hours 
flying  per  week  for  transport  stud- 
ents after  their  first  fifty  hours. 
The  schools  must  keep  a  record  of 
each  student's  flying  time  and  In- 
struction on  the  ground.  An  out- 
line of  all  flying  school  courses  must 
also  be  submitted  to  the  depart  mm' 
for  approval. 

Approved  flying  schools,  under  the 
new  regulations,  will  be  called  upon 
to  maintain  such  a  standard  of 
Instruction  that  nine  out  of  ten 
graduates  who  apply  for  pilot 
licences  from  the  department  must 
pass  the  test*  satisfactorily.  A  per 
centage  of  M  2-3  of  the  students 
accepted  for  Instruction  must  grad- 
uate from  the  course 
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Private  pilots'  schools  must  give 
their  students  eighteen  hours'  total 
flying  time,  ten  hours  of  which 
must  be  dual  and  eight  hours  solo 
The  limited  commercial  pilot; 
classification  calls  for  a  total  of 
fifty  hours'  flying,  of  which  not  less 
than  fifteen  hours  nor  more  than 
twenty-five  must  be  dual.  Grad- 
uates of  approved  schools  In  this 
classification  must  have  experience 
on  two  different  types  of  planes 
other  than  those  used  for  primary 
dual  instruction,  one  of  which  shall 
be  a  cabin  type 

Transport  pilots'  school  standards 
call  for  200  hours  of  flying  time,  of 
which  not  leas  than  thirty -five  nor 
more  than  fifty  should  be  dual  and 
check  time  and  u  such  be  counted 
toward  the  solo  flying  experience 
required  for  transport  pilot's  licence 
A  transport  pilot,  according  to  the 
regulations,  niul  have  a  minimum 
of  ten  hours'  solo  experience  in  fly 
tng  each  of  two  distinct  types  of 
ships  other  than  those  used  for  pri- 
mary dual  instruction.  He  shall  also 
have  ten  hours'  solo  on  at  least  one 
type  of  cabin  plane,  which  shall  be 
not  less  than  a  four  place  type  and 
which  shall  be  loaded  to  normal 
capacity  during  these  prescribed 
flights  In  addition  to  this  a  trans- 
port pilot  shall  have  ten  hours'  solo 
experience  In  night  riving. 

The  minimum  *lsed  field  as  out- 
lined in  tiie  regulations  for  approved 
schools  Is  one  having  at  least  2.000 
feet  of  effective  landing  area  in  all 
directions,  with  clear  approaches,  or 
"It  shall  have  landing  strips  not  leas 
than  500  feet  wide,  permitting  land- 
ing In  at  least  eight  directions  at  all 
tines,  the  landng  strips  not  to  cross 
or  converge  at  angles  less  than  forty 
degrees  nor  any  one  of  the  landing 
strips  to  be  less  than  2.000  feet  In 
effective  length  with  clear  ap- 
proaches; or  It  shall  have  two  land- 
ing strips,  one  aligned  with  the  gen- 
eral direction  of  the  prevailing  wind 
permitting  at  least  four-way  landing 
at  all  times  and  having  clear  ap- 
proaches, the  landing  strips  to  be  at 
lea  «t  500  feet  wide  and  not  lea  than 
J.000  feet  in  effective  length  and  not 
to  cross  or  converge  at  an  angle  of 
less  than  sixty  degrees.  The  dimen- 
sions of  the  effective  landing  area 
and  the  effective  lengths  of  the  land- 
ing strips  shall  be  increased  st  alti- 
tudes above  1,000  feet  In  accordance 
with  accepted  practice" 

Hnngar  and  shop  facilities  call  for
